Mother faces court 
exam for snatching 
child from guardian 


A 16-month infant boy was re- 
turned, sans his hair, to the custody 
of his grandmother after the in- 
fant’s biological mother and her 
boyfriend were arrested for “entic- 
ing the child”. 

Defendants in this bizarre case 
are Roxanne Krumm, 20, of High- 
land Park, and her boyfriend, Lar- 
ry Novak, who face preliminary ex- 
amination today in Romulus Dis- 
trict Court. 

Ms. Krumm’s 16-month infant 
son was given over to the child’s 
grandmother by a court order. 

According to Romulus police, Ms. 
Krumm and her friend, Novak, 
appeared at the home where the 
child was residing and made off 


No surprises 
in PCHA 
elections 

There may have been more 
candidates than ever before , but the 
surprises were few when the People 
Community Hospital Authroity 
(PCHA) Board of Directors elected 
new officers last Thursday night. 

The closest races came in filling 
two four-year and one three-year 
member-at-large seats. 

Vying for the four-year terms 
were incumbents Donald Piz- 
zimenti of Allen Park and Edward 
R. Dudek of Inkster, Southgate 
Mayor Robert C. Reaume and Ken 
Gremore of Grosse lie, a former ex- 
ecutive director of the PCHA. 

Pizzimenti notched 20 votes and 
Dudek 19 to win re-election. 
Reaume was named on 17 ballots 
and Gremore on nine. 

Five candidates — Angelo Ange- 
losi of Ypsilanti, Eugene Cunning- 
ham of Inkster, Harless Scott of 
Taylor, Isadore Mulias of Trenton 
and Barbara Swanson of Taylor — 
were listed on the ballot to serve the 
unexpired term of Justine Bams, 
who resigned after being elected a 
state representative last fall. 

Following his narrow defeat for a 
full term, however. Reaume was 
nominated from the floor for the 
vacancy. 

Because the winner had to garner 
a clear majority, a run-off election 
was forced after Reaume, Scott and

Mulias achieved pluralities. Scott is 
a former Taylor councilman, and 
Mulias formerly was mayor of 
Trenton. 

Scott was eliminated in the run- 
off, but neither Reaume nor Mulias 
had a majority. Reaume finally 
won the seat on the third ballot. 

All of the incumbent officers — 
Chairman Pizzimenti, Vice Chair- 
man Patrick Norton of Wayne, 
Treasurer Roger J Remer of Flat 
Rock and Secretary Hiram McNee- 
ly of Inkster — were re-elected by 
acclamation after running un- 
opposed for office. 

Elected to the PCHA Executive 
Committee were Ruth L. Urton of 
Superior Township and Harold 
LaVassaur of Trenton.

Annapolis Hospital in Wayne, Outer 
Drive in Lincoln Park, Seaway in 
Trenton, Heritage in Taylor and 
Beyer Memorial in Ypsilanti

with him on Feb. 11. 

Warrants charging the mother 
and Novak with enticing were 
issued by the Wayne County Pro- 
secutor’s Office and the couple was 
arrested in their Highland Park 
dwelling. 

According to Romulus police the 
couple belong to a religious group 
who practice shaving the hair from 
their heads. When the police picked 
up the couple and the infant, the 
child’s head was shaven. 

Novak was later arrested in Flat 
Rock by Flat Rock police. 

The two defendants appeared be- 
fore Judge Henry Zabarowski and 
stood mute to the charge. Ms. 
Krumm was released on a personal 
bond, while Novak was remanded 
to Wayne County Jail in lieu of 
$10,000 bond. 

The examination was set for 9 
a.m. today. 

In an unrelated case, Romulus 
police said that a lone gunman held 
up two local gas stations within a 
span of one hour. 

According to police a man en- 
tered the gas station on Middlebelt 
and Goddard at approximately 6:30 
p.m. on Friday and flashed a blue 
revolver and announced the hold- 
up. 

After rifling the till of an undeter- 
mined amount of cash, the man fled 
the scene on foot. 

At 7 p.m., a robber produced a 
blue-steel revolver at the Total gas 
station in the 29000 block on Ecorse 
Rd. and announced a hold-up. The 
gunman also cleaned out the cash 
register and bolted from the scene 
on foot. 

Police said they have no suspects 
and their investigation continues. 
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Representatives of the city admi- 
nistration, city council, and the 
Attorney General’s Office huddled 
last Friday to find a solution to the 
city’s fiscal dilemma and to set up a 
timetable to carry out recom- 
mendations set forth in a Michigan 
Treasury Department audit. 

The audit, carried out last year 
and finalized in October, concluded 
that the City of Romulus must “im- 
mediately transfer $2,117,340.25 to 
the water debt service fund.” 

Through a series of meetings be- 
tween the city’s financial director 
and the Attorney General’s office, 
the figure now discussed for trans- 
fer is in the area of $1.8 million. 

Regina King, a member of the 
Attorney General’s Office, met last 
week with Mayor William Oakley, 
councilmen Jimmie Raspberry and 
John Lewkowicz, City Treasurer 
Beverly McAnally, Finance Direc- 
tor Pat 7 sy Cantrell and a repre- 
sentative of State Rep Edward 
Mahalek > Office to discuss how the 
city would go about raising the 
monies to carry out the audit’s 
dictum. ' 

“The purpose of the meeting was 
really the first of what probably will 
be several meetings to resolve the 
discrepancies in the audit report 
conducted by the Department of 
Treasury,” said Ms. King. 

Ms. King pointed out that “there 
is nothing final or conclusive that 
came out of this meeting . We will be 
meeting with Romulus officials 
again.” 

The shortage in the water debt 
service fund was created ovet a 
period of 25 years. Monies raised to 
retire bonds were utilized “for 
several purposes including debt 
service requirements and sewer 
bonds, loans to other funds, sewer 
line construction and extensions*' 
water line construction and exten- 
sions, purchase of materials, pay- 
ments of professional services, 
administration fees and urban re- 
newal projects,” the audit showed. 


There is a statutory violation 
when communities and municipali- 
ties use funds earmarked for debt 
retirement for other purposes, Mrs. 
King pointed out. 

Asked if she foresaw any legal ac- 
tion or indictments against past or 
present members of council or the 
administration, Ms. King replied: 

“I’m not prepared to comment on 
that at all. At the present time the 
thrust of our meeting has been 
simply to get a repayment schedule 
plan for those debt retirement 
monies back to the debt retirement 
fund.”

Mayor says 
state has 
been helpful 

Mayor William Oakley said that 
he was appreciative of the Attorney 
General and the Treasury Depart- 
ment’s offices “for helping the city 
resolve an overdue problem.” 

‘‘As Mayor of Romulus I am 
pleased that we are getting to the 
point of resolving a long overdue 
bookkeeping problem, ” Mayor 
Oakley said. 

“These are hard economic times, 
and it’s going to be a burden in some 
service areas to resolve this prob- 
lem, however, I appreciate the atti- 
tude, the manner and the assistance 
that the Treasury Department of 
the State of Michigan and the Attor- 
ney General’s Office have taken to 
assist us in resolving this problem . ’ ’ 

“This problem has been a carry 
over since the township days , inher- 
ited by past administrations and 
perpetuated by resolution,” Mayor 
Oakley continued. 


that may come out of this I’m not 
prepared to say at this point. My 
feelings are that, ‘No. there will be 
no charges, but I’m not necessarily 
binding our department to that.” 

Although no date has been set for 
the next meeting, Ms. King said 
that “specifically, at this point, I’m 
generating a letter that will set

“The main thrust of these meet- 
ings is to insure that the people of 
Romulus won’t be taxed again for 
something they have already paid 
for,” Ms. King said.

“I’m happy to see we finally re- 
ceived some direction on it,” he 
added. 

The audit was initiated by a re- 
quest made by state representative 
Edward E. Mahalak (D-Romulus) 
who had some concerns about the 
transfer of water and sewer debt 
retirement funds. 

Councilman Jimmie Raspberry, 
who said he was also pleased with 
what he heard at the meeting, 
pointed out, “that I’m satisfied be- 
cause the people of this city won’t 
have to pay for something they have 
already paid for twofold.” 


Huron Police Chief 
Joe Carney resigns 


In a surprise and unexpected 
move, Huron Township Police Chief 
Joseph E. Carney last week handed 
in his resignation to the township 
board, and the board accepted it. 

In a written statement dated 
February 24. Police Chief Carney 
stated: “After much consideration 
and with some regret, I have de- 
cided to submit my resignation as 
Chief of Police. ” 

Chief Carney ’s statement went on 
to say that “1 have enjoyed the 
opportunity to serve on the depart- 
ment for nearly 10 years and in the 
capacity of chief for the past six 
years. I have directed the operation 
and growth of the department 
under four administrations. 

“With the cooperation and sup- 
port of the township board. I have 
been able to implement many new 
programs and projects designed to 
serve the needs of the community. I 
hope that these programs will be 
continued, especially in the area of 
crime prevention.” 

A J. Haener, Supervisor of Huron 
Township, said that “at this point 
we are not looking for a police chief, 
however, we will be some time in 
the near future “ 


The resignation is effective April 
1, 1983. 

. Chief Carney supervised four full- 
time police officers and a handful of 
^art-time officers who are charged 
with the law enforcement duties 
and police protection of approx- 
imately 10,000 residents who are 
spread over 36 square miles. 

Police Chief Carney recently in- 
itiated Neighborhood Watch and 
Crime Prevention programs for the 
township. Although the township, 
as in many other townships and 
communities, has been plagued 
with break-ins, it has not witnessed 
a rise in major crimes. 

Police Chief Carney noted that 
“in arriving at my decision to res- 
ign. I consider the fact that I have 
achieved the goals that I set when I 
began my service as Chief of Police 
that is, to create an efficient and 
effective full service police opera* 
tion w'ith adequate funding 

“Through the approval of a spe- 
cial millage. a full-time police de- 
partment has been established The 
department is full service and the 
statistics and arrest records will 
attest to the effectiveness of the de- 
partment. In addition, we have a 
reserve unit and a good start on a 


number of crime prevention prog- 
rams. 

“I feel that I must now move on 
and pursue new challenges,” Chief 
Carnev concluded.

Noise abatement structure planned 


Various alterna- 
tives to reduce noise 
from 1-94 Freeway 
traffic in Romulus will 
be discussed at two in- 
formation sessions in 
Romulus on March 39 
the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Transients- 
tion ( MDOT ) said 
today. 

The informal ses- 
sions will be held from 
3:30p.m. toSp.m, and 
from 7 p.m to 8:30 
p.m. at the Romulus 
City Hall. 11111 Wayne 
Road. 

Purpose of the ses- 
sions is to provide the 
public an opportunity 


to be involved in the 
project from its ear- 
liest stages Citizens 
are encouraged to help 
select the location and 
type of noise abate- 
ment structure to be 
constructed in the 
area 

Options include 
earth berms or walls 
made of wood, con- 
crete or brick, or a 
combination of both. 

The sound barrier 
will be located along 
the north side of 1-94 
from Wayne Street 
east to just east of 
Michale Street on the 
highway right-of-way. 

The project is part of 


the department’s con- 
tinuing noise abate- 
ment program to pro- 
tect citizens from ex- 
cessive noise in areas 
where freeways have 
been constructed near 
or through existing re- 
sidential sections.

Representative Ed- 
ward E. Mahalak (D) 
Romulus, who has 
spearheaded the drive 
for the noise barrier 
said, “these two meet-

the noise level and to 
talk about the con- 
struction , the location, 
materials to be used.” 
Citizens are urged to 
attend the hearings 
and voice their opin- 
ions on this project. 

Mahalak further 
added: “It should be 
emphasized that this 
is not a public hearing 
of the recommended 
improvements be- 
cause there have been 
none selected. It is our 
intent to gain public in- 
put at the earliest 
stages of this project 
from the local resi- 


dents and to stimulate 
communication and 
cooperation.” 

Mahalak has made a 
strong effort in assur- 
ing that the residents 
along 1-94 and 1-275 be 
protected from the 
high noise level. He 
has insisted that the 
Romulus sound bar- 
rier be scheduled for 
construction early. 

“Hopefully, the resi- 
dents in this area will 
be in attendance at the 
hearings and that the 
project will be con- 
structed in accord- 
ance with their 
wishes,’ 1 Mahalak 
said.

In certain targeted 
neighborhoods, loans 
can be made to people 
with adjusted incomes 


up to $23,999. 

Except in these 
target neighborhoods, 
loan applications must 
be made directly to 
local banks, savings 
and loan associations, 
or credit unions. In 
communities where 
local lenders did not 
participate, homeow-

Missing Belleviile girl returns home safely

“I just want to say that I’m very 
thankful that she’s home, and that 
she is safe. And if it wasn’t for the 
help that the local newspapers pro- 
vided us, I don’t know where we 
would be now.” 

Those are the words of Esther 
Smith, the mother of 16-year-old 
Brenda Janette Sherry whose 25- 
day-disappearance was solved 
when she returned home to her Bel- 
leville family last week. 

The 16-year-old Brenda was re- 


ported missing to Belleville and 
Van Buren police on Jan. 29. The 
local police launched a state-wide 
search for the gregarious junior 
high student and, after the news- 
papers joined the search, the girl 
was eventually located. 


Sherry’s parents offered a $1,000 
reward for the safe return of their 
child. 

Van Buren Police Chief Leonard 
Keller said that tips resulting from 
the newspaper articles led to the 
girl’s boyfriend’s sister’s home 


where a Van Buren police officer 
later discovered her. 

The girls’ parents said that Sher- 
ry had argued with them the night 
before her disappearance “and that 
she had left their home on Hoyt 


Street and hadn’t been back since 
“You read about a lot of kids run- 
ning away.” Chief Keller said, but 
most return home after they find 
out that life isn't very easy out 
there. We always like to see cases 
like these with happy endings ’

Still in a transition phase, the

All 15 members 
of the County Commission serve on 
the Committee of the Whole. 

Those appointed by Suzore to the

E. Manning, the Chairman, repre- 
senting Detroit/Redford; Vice- 
Chairman Freddie G. Burton, Jr., 
from Detroit; and Joseph L. Jur- 
kiewicz, fror* Taylor. This Commit- 
tee will recommend on recruitment 
of the Commission staff and other 
aspects of employee relations with 
legislative personnel. 

In addition to the Committee of 
the Whole and the Personnel Com- 
mittee, the Committee structure of 
the County Commission includes a 
Ways and Means Committee, also 
consisting of all county commis- 
sioners; and an Audit Committee, 
Human Resources Committee, 
Public Works Committee, General 
Government Committee and Public 
Safety and Judiciary Committee.

Board ponders West Willow pupils’ fate 


The continuing saga of Van 
Buren ’s West Willow Elementary 
School will return to the school 
board chambers when trustees con- 
tinue their debate on reassignment 
of the school’s 290 students. 

The board has agreed to look at 
several reassignment proposals 
and they will discuss those propos- 
als either at a March 7 special meet- 
ing or on March 14 during their reg- 
ular meeting. 

In a move to save the hard- 
pressed school system approx- 
imately $125,000, the board decided 
to close the elementary school, 
which serves the educational needs 
of both Van Buren and Ypsilanti 
Township children. 

However, some residents invited 
representatives from the State 
Board of Education to intervene be- 
cause they felt the board decision 
was racially motivated. 

At present, board members are 
examining graphs and statistics 
that depict an overview of the prob- 
lem, however, they will have the 
final say where the students will 
attend next fall. 

Although residents are question- 
ing where their children will attend 
school, there is no question in the 
school officials’ minds that West 
Willow will close at the end of the 
current school year. 

Dr. Elvin Peets, Superintendent 
of Van Buren Schools, dispelled 
rumors last week that the adminis- 
tration and the school board were 
reconsidering their decision to 
close the school. 

“It must be made clear that the 
board is now considering the reas- 
signment of these children , and that 
we are not in any way going back on 
the decision to close West Willow,” 
Peets said. 

One of the documents that the 
board will study is a letter addres- 
sed to Dr. Peets and signed by John 
W. Dobbs, Assistant Superinten- 
dent, Michigan Board of Education, 
Office of School and Community 
Affairs. That letter reads_as fol- 
lows: 

“This is to follow-up on the recent 
meeting on student assignment 
with you and your building adminis- 
trators and Dr. Peter Bunton and 
Ms. Nancy Wing of this office. Both 
you and your staff are to be com- 
mended for your efforts to develop a 
plan which hopefully will lead to eli- 
mination of racial isolation of stu- 
dents. 

It is my understand that you and 
your staff are endorsing a plan 
which would close the West Willow 
School and shift the students to four 
other elementary buildings. My 
staff has expressed reservations as 
to the reasonableness of dividing 
students who now attend the same 
school into four separate attend- 
ance areas and four separate 
schools. 

As you are well aware, there 
would be a number of possibilities 
for a plan involving a building clos- 
ing and subsequent student reas- 
signment. The final plan, however, 
should be one that is both reason- 
able and cost efficient, as well as 
achieving greater racial balance. 
One option, which we would suggest 
that you, your board and staff ex- 
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plore is that of creating one attend- 
ance area for the present West Wil- 
low , Quirk and Rawsonville build- 
ings. Attached are some figures 
which my staff worked out which 
shows an attendance area could be 
created which would bring about a 
better racial balance for students 
currently attending these three 
schools. The selection of these 
buildings is based on several fac- 
tors. 


rent attendance area would be di- 
vided. In addition, a better racial 
balance results which has been 
your goal. 

As a second step in this plan, it is 
recommended that you examine 
carefully the financial considera- 
tions involved in closing the West 
Willow building as compared to the 
Quirk building. A district document 
entitled “Some Factors For Study 
in School Closing” (dated Novem- 


b) The utility cost per square foot 
at West Willow is only $.55 as com- 
pared to $.94 for Quirk. Also, the 
total cost for 1981-82 was $91,394 for 
West Willow and $172,736 for Quirk. 

c) This report indicates that the 
immediate maintenance needs for 
these two biuldings are $65,500 for 
West Willow and $158,500 for Quirk. 

A variation of this plan is to close 
Quirk and divide these students be- 
tween West Willow and Rawsonvil- 
le , keeping each a K-6 building . This 
would reduce the minority percen- 
tage in both schools. 

It appears to us that the racial 
balance can still be achieved along 
with other important considera- 
tions within the context of the above 
option. 

In addition to exploring other op- 
tions such as the ones outlined in 
this letter, it is strongly recom- 
mended that parent and commun- 
ity involvement be a part of the 
planning process. As you are 
aware, one group of parents in Van 
Buren has contacted this office ab- 
out their concerns. Community in- 
volvement and support is crucial to 
the smooth planning and functions 
of any reassignment plan, including 
civil rights groups such as the 
NAACP,” the letter concluded.

County. Since January 1, 1983, it 
appears that many of the other 
elected and/or appointed officials of 
this county have forgotten that the 
people ordered this new form of 
government. Every time that the 
County Executive or a member of 
his staff tries to implement a new 
process, someone goes running off 
to Court. This is another waste of 
our tax dollars! 

One of the latest efforts to usurp 
the powers and duties of the County 
executive and his staff is the forma- 
tion of the Local Governmental 
Conference of Western Wayne, a 
consortium of thirteen communi- 
ties in western Wayne County, who 
plan on applying for a Jobs Training 
Partnership Act grant. The Dow- 
nriver Community Conference, 
another consortium of small com- 
munities in another area of Wayne 


County is also planning to apply for 
some of these funds. The C.E.O. is 
applying for a grant for All of 
Wayne County, excluding the City 
of Detroit. 

The applications by these two 
consortiums leaves many small 
cities and townships out in left field 
somewhere because we are not con- 
tiguous to their areas even though 
we too, have many people out of 
work.

“Construction can begin this 
fall,” Duane R.Egeland, Acting 
Director of the Public Works De- 
partment, pointed out, “if the Com- 
mission agrees to sign the contracts 
this Thursday during their full 
board session. Application for the 
program together with mandatory 
contracts, specifications and plans 
must be in the hands of the Feds by 
May 1st or the program will blow 
up.” 

Commissioner Richard E. Man- 
ning (D-9th District), an early 
member of the Public Works Board, 
noted the project was killed be- 
cause of lack of prompt action in 
1972. “I sincerely hope,” he added, 
“that — considering the dire need 
for jobs in this area — we act with 
utmost speed in getting this $284 
million project off the ground.” 
Manning was one of the original 
architects of the “Super Sewer” 
proposal. 

With the exception of three mem- 
bers, the Commission’s Committee 
of the Whole has recommended 
signing of the final contracts this 
Thursday. 

“In addition to employing 5,000 
workers for five years, the sixty- 
mile long project composed of 10- 
foot wide sewers and interceptors 
will also use materials from local 
companies thus providing more 
employment,” Egeland said. 

Seventeen communities, stretch- 
ing along the western boundaries of 
Wayne and Oakland Counties, have 
already agreed to appropriate a tot- 
al of $74 million towards the project 
and the Federal Government will 
fund the balance — $210 million . Di- 
vided into four phases, Phase 1 and 
2 will begin this fall; Phase 3 in 
January of 1984 and Phase 4 in 1985. 

In related action Thursday, the 
County Commissioners plan to seek 
a court Declaratory Judgment to 
clear up discrepancies in the new 
County Charter.

“I’ve been suggesting this since I 
came into office,” said Commis- 
sioner Joseph L. Jurkiewicz con- 
cerning the appointments of county 
boards and commissions Manning, 
who made the initial motion, said it 
would help end the constant bicker- 
ing over the Charter’s provisions. 

An original plan to ask for an 
opinion from the State Attorney 
General’s office was quickly scut- 
tled by Commissioner John C. Her- 
tel who said it was doubtful whether 
that office would even consider 
such a request.

solved if both parties were repre- 
sented bv the same counsel

Huron Township, a small community of less than 10,000 resi- 
dents inhabiting some 36 square miles, has a penchant for creat- 
ing mayhem. 

Two years ago the residents were up-in-arms over water bills 
and placed the blame for rate increases on longtime resident and 
township clerk, Mary Lou Carey. They were so angered that they 
made her the target of an unsuccessful recall. 

Now there are again signs of upheaval. Police Chief Joseph 
Carney, who has served the township for more than a decade, 
has submitted ( and the board has accepted ) his resignation . The 
resignation is effective April 1. 

It is no secret that Chief Carney and some of the residents are 
at odds over last summer’s incident where the chief stopped an 
illegal gambling operation. The incident stemmed from a car- 
nival that the people in Waltz put on. 

The water and sewer problem has not dissipated either. Again 
the township is telling the residents that the community is 
$1 10,000 in arrears to the county. Township officials refuse to pay 
the increased water & sewer rates charged them by Detroit 
because they believe that Detroit has unjustly raised the local 
rates. 

And township officials point to neighboring community rates 
for examples of the injustice. 

In the meantime, tension and nerves are stretching to their 
rupturing points. Township officials refuse to discuss the issues ; 
some fear being misquoted. And. it's understandable — but 
problems don’t dissolve unless solutions are debated and pre- 
sented for criticism. 

A.J. Haener, appointed to the board to replace former super- 
visor Richard Sullivan, who was elected last November to serve 
in the House of Representatives , has the dubious honor of leading 
this township out of chaos. 

A veteran politician, Haener should be given the time and the 
cooperation to seek viable solutions to problems that he obvious- 
ly has inherited.

EDITOR — This is in reply to Mr. Pete Silver- 
i’s letter of Feb. 23, which appeared in the 
Associated Newspapers’ Romulus Roman edi- 
tion. 

Mr . Pete Sil veri , I would like to address you on 
two of the issues that were discussed in your 
letter. You made the statement that a “certain 
segment of the Romulus Community” were 
among other things in an “anti-intellectual 
mood.’’ That is a very interesting comment. It 
seems that you consider yourself and your col- 
leagues in the intellectual class. 

As a former public school teacher of 10 years, 
currently employed in a private school, I would 
argue the point of whether intellectualism is the 
only issue we need to be concerned with.

The school system has provided the teachers 
with an excellent curriculum to follow. I believe 
the task of the teacher is to use the information 
therein to implement the curriculum and 
achieve the educational goals set forth. 

After all. Mr. Sil veri, we as parents are in- 
terested in the end product of our children's 
schooling. Effectiveness can be measured by 
how well our children are functionally prepared 
for their movement into society after high 
school. Intellectualism can not be measured by 
these standards. What good is theory if it cannot 
be applied practically? In this sense. Mr Sil- 


ver i . I suppose you could call me anti 
intellectual. What we need are teachers who in- 
spire and foster the intellectual processes, not 
intellectual teachers who can’t apply what they 
know. 

Now let me address the other issue which you 
seem to have avoided entirely in your letter. 
Nobody has questioned the fact that the teachers 
involved in the camping program at Wick have 
the choice of being involved or not being in- 
volved in that program. The issue which you 
didn’t address in your letter was the timing of 
this particular choice on the part of these 
teachers. A commitment had been made to the 
children. These children had already begun fun- 
draising for the camp program. You accuse us 
in the community of being anti-intellectual; 
perhaps 1 should accuse you of being anti- 
feeling. 

After all . the two are opposed to each other are 
they not? 

The teachers at Wick involved in this camp 
cancellation surely did this on an intellectual 
level only. Apparently Mrs. Frank, Mr. 
Shamey. and Ms. Powers from Wick agree with 
you . Mr Sil veri . that the parents of Romulus are 
in an “anti-intellectual mood. They did not 
meet with the 6th grade parents at anytime prior 
to cancelling camp to explain their intellectual 
choice. 

In closing, I hope that someday we, as pa- 
rents, can close the gap between the lofty ideals 
of the teaching profession and the lowly expecta- 
tions of the parents for their children’s future.

The poor. . .or the church? 


When Governor Blanchard 
appointed Sister Agnes Mary 
Mansour as head of the Depart- 
ment of Social Services, the 
choice, on the face of it, seemed 
logical, if not inspired. 

Here was a person — a woman 

— who had given long thought, 
who had taken a vow, who had 
committed her life to admi- 
nistering to the poor and the 
needy. 

The Department of Social Ser- 
vices, lest anyone forget, was set 
up in the State of Michigan to 
administer to the poor and the 
needy. 

The Department of Social Ser- 
vices administers to the poor and 
needy by providing services such 
as food stamps, general assist- 
ance, work programs, home 
visits, assistance for the elderly 

— and Medicare and Medicaid! 

Through the Medicare and 

Medicaid programs poor women 
can be provided with informa- 
tion about and assistance in 
aborting a fetus 

Sister Mansour, when she 
accepted the job. said that, while 


she opposes abortion, she would 
support the department’s obliga- 
tion to oversee state-funded 
abortions for poor women. 

Archbishop Szoka, head of the 
Roman Catholic Archdiocese of 
Detroit, and Sister Mansour’s 
“boss.” in demanding her im- 
mediate repudiation or resigna- 
tion, said, “If you are opposed to 
abortion, how can you not be 
oppposed to the funding of abor- 
tion?” 

It is too-simplistic a question 
regarding too-complex a prob- 
lem, as even Archbishop Szoka 
must have known when he asked 
it. It is like asking, “If you are 
opposed to the taking of human 
lives, how can you not be opposed 
to the funding of M-X missiles?” 

In every war, on every battle- 
field, Catholic chaplains have 
administered to the needs of the 
men in the military without mak- 
ing value judgments. None of 
them refused to give spiritual aid 
to the men with another person s 
blood on their hands 

In every prison, on every 
“Death Row.” Catholic priests 


have prayed for the souls of the 
condemned. 

If I read it right, Sister Agnes 
Mary Mansour, in taking her 
calling to the highest degree by 
heading the Department of So- 
cial Services, administering to 
the entire state’s poor and needy 
(without making value judg- 
ments about certain of the de- 
partment’s policies) , is doing no- 
thing more than following to the 
ultimate letter the traditions of 
her faith. 

So what else is going on here? 

Does Archbishop Szoka really 
believe that Sister Mansour is 
making the wrong move 0 

Is the citing of * 'forbidden poli- 
tics” even relevant when you’re 
talking abour caring for the 
poor? 

Or is the Archbishop getting 
such wrenching pressure from 
right-to-life zealots that he can t 
see beyond the abortion issue to 
the consummate rightness of this 
particular Sister of Mercy over- 
seeing the needs of the state's 
poor? 

Where is the pressure from the 


Westland, Garden City. . . would 
be saved. 

What can we people do when 
the government seems hell-bent 
on the destruction of us all by 
building deadlier and costlier 
armaments? 

Instead of sitting quietly like 
lambs being prepared for the 
slaughter, we can raise our 
voices on behalf of ourselves , our 
children, and our childrens’ chil- 
dren. 

We can and must let our Sena- 
tors and Representatives — on 
both the federal and the state 
levels know that we are angry 
and upset.

Social Security 
for Fed workers? 

EDITOR — In a letter to their 
colleagues, three House leaders, 
including William D. Ford (D- 
Taylor). outlined their position 
on social security coverage for 
Federal workers and proposed 
changes in the Civil Service Re- 
tirement System. 

Besides Ford, the letter was 
signed by Speaker Thomas P. 
O’Neill, Jr. and Dan Rostenk- 
owski, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means. Ford is 
chairman of the Committee on 
Post Office and Civil Service. 

The letter follows : 

Dear Colleague: 

As you are aware, sweeping 
and permanent changes in the 
Civil Service Retirement and So- 
cial Security Systems have been 
proposed. If enacted into law, 
these changes would affect the 
character of the Federal work- 
force for decades to come. 

We have carefully studied 
these proposals and believe the 
following position is in the best 
interest of the Federal govern- 
ment and those who serve it . 

We support the recommenda- 
tion of the National Commission 
on Social Security Reform to ex- 
tend social security coverage to 
newly hired Federal employees. 

We believe that new Federal 
employees who become covered 
under social security should be 
provided retirement benefits 
comparable to those under the 
Civil Service Retirement 
System. 

We oppose the Administration 
proposals that would reduce civil 
service retirement benefits and 
increase employee contributions 
to the Civil Service Retirement 
Fund. 

We oppose the Administration 
proposal to treat cost-of-living 
adjustments for Federal retirees 
differently from those of social 
security recipients. 

We will oppose any proposal 
which would threaten or 
adversely affect the financial in- 
tegrity of the Civil Service Re- 
tirement Fund, or the ability of 
that fund to continue to pay be- 
nefits promised to participants 
in the Civil Service Retirement 
System 

We are certain that you will 
agree with us that the Federal 
civil service is vitally important 
to the welfare and progress of 
our nation and that we must take 
special pains to ensure that 
whatever we do does not damage 
that system

Here’s what’s happening in Romulus schools 
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eauty at their fingertips

Cleopatra covered hers with gold. Ancient 
Chinese emperors wore jewel-encrusted 
shields to protect theirs. . . and many a Holly- 
wood starlet has wept bitterly over the loss of 
one of hers. 

Nails, those clever devices of nature growing 
at the ends of fingers and toes are no longer 
merely utilitarian, they have become items of 
great cosmetic interest and are now viewed by

the fashionable as the final accessory to every 
costume. 

But what of the poor nail biter?... or the 
hard working housewife who constantly sub- 
jects her fingers and hands to the rigors of hard 
work, hot water, cleansers, zippers, car doors, 
pots and pans, oven cleaner and ( YIPES) dish- 
water? She too can now have beautiful nails, 
and enjoy every minute of the time it may take 
her to achieve the look of pampered elegance 
now considered necessary for any well- 
dressed female , 

Proper and professional nail care is no lon- 
ger a luxury, it’s considered by most profes- 
sional women to be an absolute necessity . They 
would no sooner forego the weekly manicure 
than neglect their hair or clothes. Nails are 
now an intregal part of good grooming and 
proper, professional care is noticed and 
appreciated by just about everyone. 

According to Lynn Saliba, 29, the manicure 
that was a luxury five years ago when she be- 
gan her career as a professional manicurist 


has now become mandatory to most women. 

“Hands are always seen. Women talk with 
their hands, gesture, and the hand is always 
noticed by everyone. Hands are constantly ex- 
posed and people are very conscious these 
days of how they look, “ Saliba said. 

Saliba has recently moved her hand-care ex- 
pertise to Sadie’s in Wayne, a well-known local 
hair care establishment, and the demand for 
her services is growing daily. “My clients all 
come back faithfully, like going to the doctor. 
They all want their hands to look good,” Saliba 
explained. 

A good manicure, most stylists agreed, con- 
sists of a helpful, courteous manicurist who 
first gently files the nails into shape and sof- 
tens the client s cuticle with either an oil or 
soap and peroxide solution. Cuticle is gently 
removed from the nail bed and cuticles pushed 
back against the finger with an orange stick. 
All hangnails are carefully and meticulously 
trimmed and the cuticles massaged with a spe- 
cial oil. The entire hand should be massaged 
with a moisturizer by the manicurist sometime 
during the manicure and the free edge of the 
nail thoroughly cleaned. 

When the nails are perfectly shaped with a 
file, scrubbed and dried, a coat of base polish is 
applied. Then a minimum of two coats of pol- 
ish, even if it is a natural or clear and a top coat 
to seal the procedure. 

Costs for a professional manicure vary from 
shop to shop and with different stylists but Sali- 
ba now does all this for $6. 

At Unique Nails and Boutique in Dearborn, 
the basic manicure price is only $5, but there 
are additional costs for the use of an oil mani- 
cure, or other specialty nail services. 

Those specialty services are becoming more 
popular than the normal nail care, explained 
Unique Nails owner Lynn Stan. “We are far 
behind the west coast in the popularity of nails 
and particularly acrylic nails. In California 
you see more nail shops than hair salons. Vir- 
tually every woman out there has acrylic nails 
or some type of specialty manicure,” she 
noted. 

Stan explained that she is confident the re- 
cent popularity increase of nail care will con- 
tinue as the specialty type treatments are now 
affordable and well within the economic reach 
of most women. 

“Any woman, no matter what the condition 
of her natural nails can have beautiful, normal 
looking nails,” Stan explaiend. “There is a 
solution to everything. I’ve fixed nails with 
only a quarter inch on the natural nail bed, I’ve 
fixed them after they’ve been smashed in car 
doors — there is always something you can do 
for them.” 

That includes a wide range of specialty treat- 
ments including the application of acrylic or 
sculptured nails which is a treatment that

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builds up the nail bed and extends out over the 
finger creating a free edge of any length the 
client desires. The acrylic grows out with the 
nail from the cuticle area and that section must 
be filled in about every two weeks to continue a 
natural look They are manicured in the usual 
fashion. 

Nail tips are plastic sections applied just to 
the ends of the natural nail and glued onto the 
nail covering the nail bed. They are manicured 
and polished as natural nails and require no fill 
in after initial application. 

Nail wrapping involves the coating and 
wrapping of the free edge of the nail with a 
paper or linen to strengthen the natural nail 
allowing it to grow without breakage This too 
is manicured in the regular fashion 

There are also liquid wraps which are mere- 
ly a strengthening polish-type material inbued 
with fibers to reinforce the natural nail. Once 
again , prices for the services vary from shop to 
shop. 

Saliba agrees that with the options available 
today, she can repair just about any nails and 
produce fashionable looking results. Saliba 
also provides specialty painting of the nails 
including flowers, letters and other personal- 
ized items at $3 per nail . She is also adept at the 
french manicure technique where the free 
edge of the nail is painted white while the base 
is either natural or lightly tinted. 

“This used to be a luxury,” Saliba said, “but 
it just isn’t anymore — now it’s a very inexpen- 
sive necessity.”

Q. We laid th*e wood 
for a fire a couple of 
weeks ago but some- 
how never got around 
to lighting it.

They’re long, hard- 
backed, brightly col- 
ored insects about V* 
inch long with feelers 
almost as long as their 
bodies.

Will 
they do any damage in 
the house? 

A. Your visitors 
sound like long-horned 
beetles. These wood- 
boring insects gener- 
ally spend the winter 
inside logs as worm- 
like larvae, emerging 
as adult beetles in the 
spring. Bringing logs 
into the warm house 
may move their 
springtime up a few 
weeks or months so 
they emerge in the 
house. Though they 
can be a nuisance if 
there are very many of 
them, long-horned 
beetles will not attack 
the wood in your home 
or furnishings.

Q. How can I make 
sure I choose healthy 
tulip bulbs that will 
flower for me next 
spring?

The Nfe\v York Deli has added 
new meafning to “sandwich.’’ 

One look at a combination of 
meats, cheeses, cole slaw and dres- 
sing piled high on rye bread or roll is 
enough to prove a point. Simply put, 
a sandwich is a meal here. 

Diners can choose from 185 types 
of sandwiches featuring such meats 
as corned beef, pastrami, beef, Pol- 
ish ham, turkey breast, hard or 
kosher salami, liverwurst and 
knockwurst. All are served on rye 
bread with a 25-cent charge levied 
for an onipn, Kaiser or French roll. 

Prices for Deli sandwiches range 
from $2.70 to $3.95 for the four-inch 
high club sandwich selections. 

“Basically you can create your 
own kind of sandwich,” explained 
owner Ted Richardson , who opened 
the New York Deli last November 
at the corner of Wayne and Ply- 
mouth Roads in Livonia. “Nobody 
else in the area has a true deli where 
they cook the meat on the premises 
and serve it hot. 

“We use Vienna products, the 
most expensive you can buy in the 
city,” he added. 

Although named for the state that 
has made such sandwiches popular. 
New* York Deli also caters to a 
growing breakfast and dinner 
crowd. 

All-you-ean-eat specials, priced 
at $3.50, are offered from 4 p.m. to 
10 p.m. according to the following 
schedule; Jiver and onions and fried 
chicken, Monday; clams and beef 
pasty, Tuesday ; fish and chips and 


spaghetti, Wednesday; wet burrito 
and liver and onions, Thursday; 
fish and chips and clams, Friday; 
fried chicken and spaghetti, Satur- 
day, and wet burrito and fried 
chicken, Sunday. Dinners include 
potato, salad and roll. 

The regular dinner menu ranges 
from the veal or chicken cutlet and 
the knockwurst and sauerkraut 
(each $3.75) to the shrimp ($4.95), 
veal parmesan ($4.25) and the 
Broadway, a choice steak ($5.25) . A 
children s menu also is available. 

Breakfast specials, served at any 
time, are varied as well, with the 
offerings including one egg, bacon 
and pancakes ($1.69), three eggs 
and toast, (99 cents), scrambled 
eggs and ham ($1.99), four butter- 
milk pancakes ($1.95) and others. 
Diners can also create any one of 
some 5,000 combinations of 
omelettes made with three eggs. 

A salad bar complements the 
meals and Haagen Dazs ice cream 
is served for dessert. For the calor- 
ie watchers, the “Think Slim 5th 
Avenue Special” provides turkey, 
beef, tuna, sirloin and sardine 
based dishes. 

“We have two other specials now 
in progress,” Richardson noted. 
“There’s a free cup of homemade 
soup with any sandwich and we re 
giving one free omelette with the 
purchase of any omelette.”

Toto ... the uglier you are, the 
better your chances of winning. 
And it was a tough fight for Toto 
to beat out Joe Jackson, who 
should have won for “Steppin’ 
Out.“

station are using the music as 
lead-ins and lead-outs from com- 
mercials. The same goes for 
“Come On Eileen” by Dexy’s 


Midnight Runners. 

Miles Davis, one of the true 
greats of jazz won an award for 
“Best jazz album” with “We 
Want Miles ! ,” which is one of the 
worst LP’s he’s ever put out.

‘The Seagull’ opens March 9 


Anton Chekhov s lyrical play, 
“The Seagull.” opens at the Hilber- 
ry Theatre March 9. The comedy- 
drama plays in repertory at the 
Hillberry. Cass and Hancock in De- 
troit, through May 13. 

“The Seagull” is set on the estate 
of Sorin, a retired government offi- 
cial, where a group of family and 
friends are spending the languid 
summer months. Included in the 
gathering are the beautiful but self- 
ish actress. Madame Arkadina ; her 
sensitive son. Konstantin, who is an 
aspiring playwright ; the successful 
but jaded author, Trigorin; and 
Nina, a naive young actress. 

Throughout the course of the play 
their lives intertwine, and the inci- 
dents of the play include all the ro- 
mance, intrigue, hopes and dis- 
appointments that arise. The result 
is a collage of real life and real peo- 
ple and, ultimately, a deeply mov- 
ing picture of human frailty is re- 
vealed. 

The world premiere of “The Sea- 
gull” in 1896 was under-rehearsed 
poorly acted, and very poorly re- 


ceived Two years later the Moscow 
Art Theatre, under the direction of 
such giants as Nemirovich- Dan- 
chenko and Stanislavsky, included 
“The Seagull” in its first season. 
This time, given a sympathetic pro- 
duction. it was such a resounding 
success the MAT adopted a seagull 
as its emblem. 

In his book “Theatre of Revolt,’ 
critic Robert Brustein writes about 
Chekhov’s unique vision. He notes 
that “Chekhov possesses a deeper 
humanity than any other modern 
dramatist. For while he never fails 
to examine the desperate absurdity 
of his characters, he never loses 
sight of the qualities that make 
them fully alive . . .Chekhov will not 
arouse false hopes about the future 
of mankind (yet) he manages to in- 
crease our expectations of the hu- 
man race.” 

Margaret Ingraham appears as 
the actress Arkadina, with Mary 
Eldridge as Nina, Mark Corkins as 
Konstantin, and Peter G. Thomson 
as Trigorin. Margaret Spear

Five weeks ago, the Rockets of 
Westland John Glenn defeated the 
Patriots of Livonia Franklin, 68-62. 
The Patriots’ senior center, Bob 
Stebbins, suffered through a frus- 
trating night at the free throw line. 

But Friday night, the Patriots 
turned the table on the Rockets as 
they posted a 64-61 victory. 

For the Patriots, the victory gave 
them undisputed possession of 
second place in the Northwest Sub- 
urban League. . 

As for Stebbins, it gave him a 
chance for revenge against the one 
team he wanted to beat since Janu- 
ary 21. 

And, for the Rockets, it was a loss 
they could not afford. 

Coach Dan Henry so aptly put it 
after the defeat to Thurston two 
weeks before: “Our third season 
starts with Franklin.

CITY OF ROMULUS 


AN OR&NANCE TO ESTABLISH a CITY EMERGENCY SERVICES POLI- 
CY AND ORGANIZATION ; TO DEFINE THE DUTIES AND RESPONSIBI- 
LITIES OF THE EMERGENCY SERVICES COORDINATOR AND OTHER 
PERSONNEL; TO AUTHORIZE THE USE OF THE MATERIAL RE- 
SOURCES AND MANPOWER OF THE CITY IN EMERGENCY OPER- 
ATIONS, AND TO PREVENT, MINIMIZE AND RELIEVE DAMAGE TO 
PERSONS AND PROPERTY RESULTING FROM ANY FORM OF DIS- 
ASTER 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
ROMULUS: 

INTENT AND PURPOSE: It is the intent and purpose of this Ordinance to 
establish an organization that will insure the complete and efficient utiliza- 
tion of all municipal resources during periods of emergency and disaster. 

The City of Romulus Office of Emergency Services will be the coordinating 
agency responsible for city-wide emergency preparedness ; it will provide the 
means through which the City Council and the Mayor may exercise the 
authority and discharge the responsibilities vested in them by this Ordinance 
and Act No. 390, Public Acts of 1976. 

This Ordinance will not relieve any elected officials or municipal depart- 
ments of the normal responsibilities or authority given by general law or local 
ordinance, nor will it affect the work of the American Red Cross or other 
volunteer agencies organized for relief in a natural disaster. 

DEFINITIONS: For the purpose of this Ordinance, certain words used 
herein ace defined as follows: 

(a) ‘‘COORDINATOR” shall mean a person appointed to coordinate 
emergency planning and services within the City of Romulus or as prescribed 
in this Ordinance. 

(b) ‘DISASTER’’ means an occurence or imminent threat of widespread or 
severe damage, injury , or loss of life or property resulting from any natural or 
man-made cause, including but not limited to fire, flood, snow, ice or wind 
storm, wave action, oil spills, water contamination requiring emergency 
action to avert danger or damage, utility failure, hazardous peacetime radio- 
logical incident, major transportation accident, epidemic, air contamination, 
blight, droqght, infestation, explosion, riot, or hostile military or paramilit- 
ary action. Riots and other civil disorders are not within the meaning of this 
term unless they directly result from and are an aggravating element of the 
disaster. 

(c) “DISTRICT COORDINATOR” means the State Police District 
Emergency Services Coordinator or his authorized representative 

(d) “EMERGENCY OPERATIONS PLAN means the City of Romulus 
Emergency Operations Plan which shall be prepared under this Ordinance to 
coordinatejiisaster response and recovery within the City of Romulus. 

(e) “EMERGENCY SERVICES” shall have a broad meaning to include 
preparations for, and relief from, the effects of natural and man-made disas- 
ters as defined herein, and to include Civil Defense 

(f> EMERGENCY SERVICES FORCES ' means all disaster relief 
forces; all. agencies of the municipal government, private and volunteer 
personnel, public officers and employees; and all other persons or groups of 
persons having duties or responsibilities under this Ordinance or pursuant to 
a lawful order or directive authorized by this Ordinance 

(g) EMERGENCY SERVICES VOLUNTEER” shall mean any person 
duly registered and appointed by the Coordinator and assigned to participate 
in the Emergency Services activity. 

(h) EMERGENCY SITUATION” means any situation confronting a com- 
munity requiring emergency actions of a lesser nature than a disaster as 
defined above, to include, but not limited to. civil disturbances, labor strikes, 
visits by national or international dignitaries, and build-up activities prior to 
an actual disaster. 

(i) ‘MAYOR shall mean the Chief Elected Official of the City of Romulus ; 
and “COUNCIL” shall mean the City Council of the City of Romulus 

(j) “STATE OF DISASTER” means a declaration by executive order or 
proclamation by the Governor under the provisions of Act 390, Public Acts of 
1976, which* activities the disaster response and recovery aspects of state, 
local, and uiterjurisdictional disaster emergency plans and authorizes the 
deployment and use of any forces to which the plan or plans apply 

(k) STATE OF EMERGENCY” means a declaration by the Mayor pur- 
suant to this Oidinance which activates the disaster response and recovery 
aspects of the City of Romulus Emergency Operation Plan and authorizes the 
deployment and use of any municipal forces to which the plan applies 

ORGANISATION FQR EMERGENCY SKHVIPRS The Mayor with the 
approval of the Council, is hereby authorized and directed to create an orga- 
nization to prepare for community disasters utilizing to the fullest extent 
existing agencies within the municipality The Mayor, as Executive Head of 
the city government, shall be the Director of the Emergency Services Forces 
of the city and shall be responsible for their organization administration and 
operation, working through the Coordinator 

The organization for providing emergency services shall consist of the 
following : 

* ^Dftice ol Emergency Services established within citv government 
The Office of Emergency Services shall have an administrative head 
appointed who will be known as the Coordinator. Office of Emergency Ser- 
vices Such assistants and other employees as are deemed necessary for the 
proper functioning of the organization will be employed 

(b) The employees, equipment and facilities of all municipal departments 
boards . institutions and commissions suitable for . or adaptable to emergency 
services activities may be designated as part of the total Emergency Services 
Forces Such designations shall be by the Mayor with the approval of the 
Council. 


All officers and employees of departments, commissions, boards, institu- 
tions and other agencies of the city government designated by the Mayor . with 
the approval of the Council, as Emergency Services Forces shall cooperate 
with the Emergency Services Coordinator in the formulation of the Emergen- 
cy Operations Plan, and they shall assist the Coordinator in all matters 
pursuant to the provisions of this Ordinance. 

EMERGENCY SERVICES COORDINATOR: ASSISTANTS; DEPUTIES 

The Mayor, with the approval of the Council, shall appoint an Emergency 

Services Coordinator who shall be a person with the personal attributes, 
experience, and training needed to coordinate the activities of the agencies, 
departments, and individuals within the city to protect the public health, 
safety and welfare during emergency situations and disasters. 

Assistant Coordinators shall be designated to work with the Coordinator on 
emergency planning matters. Assistant Coordinator may be selected. 

MAYOR; POWERS; DUTIES: The Mayor may exercise the emergency 
power and authority as specified herein. Whenever a situation requires, or is 
likely to require, that the Mayor invoke such power and authority, he shall , as 
soon as a reasonably expedient, convene the Council to perform its legislative 
and administrative duties as the situation demands, and shall report to that 
body relative to emergency activities. Nothing in this Ordinance shall be 
construed as abridging or curtailing the powers of the Council unless specifi- 
cally provided herein 

Under the following circumstances, the Mayor may declare a state of 
emergency exists in the City of Romulus and may assemble and utilize the 
Emergency Services Forces in accordance with the City of Romulus 
Emergency Operations Plan, and he may prescribe the manner and condi- 
tions of the use of such Emergency Services Forces: 

(a) Whenever, on the basis of information received from authoritative 
sources, he feels that a large-scale disaster or emergency situation in the city 
or state is imminent. 

(b) During any period of diaster in the city or state and thereafter as long as 
he shall deem it necessary. 

Whenever the Mayor deems that any condition in the city is beyond the 
control of local public or private agencies or has attained or threatens to 
attain the proportions of a major disaster, he may request the Governor to 
declare a state of disaster exists therein by instructing the Coordinator to 
contact the District Coordinator in accordance with Public Act 390 of 1976. 

The Mayor, with the approval of the Council, is hereby empowered and has 
the authority: 

(a) To appropriate and expend funds, make contracts, obtain and distribute 
equipment, materials, and supplies for disaster purposes. 

(b) To provide for the health and safety of persons and property, including 
emergency assistance to the victims of disaster. 

(c) To assign and make equipment available for duty, the employees, 
property, or equipment of the municipality relating to fire fighting; en- 
gineering; rescue; health, medical and related services; police; transporta- 
tion; construction; and similar items or service for disaster relief purposes 
within or without the physical limits of the municipality. 

(d) In the event of a foreign attack upon this State, to waive procedures and 
formalities otherwise required by law pertaining to the performance of public 
work . entering into contracts . the incurring of obligations . the employment of 
permanent and temporary workers, the utilization of volunteer workers, the^ 
rental of equipment , the purchase and distribution with or without compensa- 
tion of supplies, materials, and facilities, and the appropriation and expendi- 
ture of public funds. 

The Mayor, with the approval of the Council, shall establish procedures for 
the succession of government during emergencies where officials are un- 
available for exercising the powers and discharging the duties of their respec- 
tive offices. 

The Mayor . with the approval of the Council , may make regulations permit- 
ting the Coordinator to assemble and utilize the Emergency Services Forces 
and provide disaster relief aid as prescribed in Sections 

When obtaining formal approvals would result in delay of relief activity, the 
Mayor may. until the Council convenes, waive procedures and formalities 
otherwise required pertaining to the performance of public works, entering 
into contracts, the incurring of obligations, the employment of temporary 
workers, the rental of equipment, the purchase and distribution of supplies, 
materials and facilities and expenditure of existing funds, and the Council is 
also empowered to waive any such procedures and formalities 

EMERGENCY SERVICES COORDINATOR: POWERS: DUTIES: The 

Emergency Services Coordinator shall be responsible for the administration . 

planning, coordination, and operation of all emergency preparedness activi- 
ties in the city He shall maintain liaison with county, state, and federal 
authorities, and the authorities of adjacent and nearby political subdivisions 
so as to insure the most effective emergency operations 

His duties shall include, but not be limited to. the following 

(a) Development of the Romulus Emergency Operations Plan, and any 
other appropriate disaster plans, for the immediate use of all of the facilities 
equipment, manpower, and other resources of the city for the purpose of 
minimizing or preventing damage to persons or property . and protecting and 
restoring to usefulness governmental services and pubiic utilities necessary 
for the public health, safety, and general welfare 

(b) Coordinating the recruitment and training of volunteer personnel and 
agencies to augment the personnel and facilities of the citv for emergence 
purposes 

(c) Through public information programs, educating the population as to 
actions necessary and required for the protection of persons and property in 
case of a disaster 


( d ) Conducting practice alerts and exercises to insure the efficient operation 
of the city’s emergency organization and to familiarize residents of the city 
with emergency regulations, procedures, and operations 

(e) Coordinating the activity of all other public and private agencies en- 
gaged in any emergency or disaster relief programs. 

(D Negotiating with owners or persons in control of building or other prop- 
erty for the use of such buildings or property for emergency or disaster relief 
purposes, and designating suitable buildings as public shelters. 

(g) Establishing and maintaining administrative control over a local 
radiological defense program, to include emergency preparations for both 
peacetime radiation incidents and international wartime disasters. 

(h) Coordinating municipal emergency preparedness activities with those 
at the county level and adjacent municipalities 

VOLUNTEERS : APPOINTMENTS: RECORDS: The Coordinator may at 
any time appoint or authorize the appointment of volunteer citizens to aug- 
ment the personnel of city departments, commissions, boards, or agencies in 
time of emergency. Such individuals shall be enrolled as Emergency Services 
Volunteers and shall be subject to the rules and regulations set forth by the 
respective department, commission, board, or agency head for such volun- 
teers. 

The Coordinator may enlist volunteer citizens to form the personnel of an 
emergency service for which the city has no counterpart, or to temporarily 
augment personnel of the city engaged in emergency activities. The Coordi- 
nator shall maintain formal records of all such volunteers for workman’s 
compensation purposes. 

RIGHTS OF CITY EMPLOYEES: City employees assigned to duty as a 
part of the Emergency Services Forces pursuant to the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall retain all of the rights, privileges, and immunities of city 
employees . and shall receive the compensation incident to their employment 

NO GOVERNMENTAL OR PRIVATE LIABILITY: This Ordinance is an 
exercise by the city of its governmental functions for the protection of the 
public health . safety , and general welfare. As such . neither the city nor agents 
and representatives of the city, nor any individual, receiver, firm, part- 
nership. corporation, association, nor trustee, nor any of the agents thereof 
acting in good faith carrying out, complying with, or attempting to comply 
with this Ordinance shall be liable for any damage sustained to persons or 
property as a result of said activity. 

Any person owning or controlling rCal estate or other premises who volun- 
tarily and without compensation grants the city the right to inspect . designate 
and use the whole or any part of such real estate or premises for the purpose of 
sheltering persons during a disaster or during an authorized practice disaster 
exercise, shall not be civilly liable for the death of. or injury to. any person on 
or about such real estate or premises under such license, privilege or other 
permission, or for loss of, or damage to, the propertv of such person. 

CONFLICTING ORDINANCES; ORDERS: RULES AND REGULATIONS 

SUSPENDED: At all times when the orders, rules and regulations made and 

promulgated pursuant to this Ordinance shall be in effect, they shall super- 
sede all other existing Ordinances, orders, rules and regulations, insofar as 
the latter may be inconsistent therewith 

VIOLATIONS. It shall be unlawful for any person willfully to obstruct, 
hinder or delay any Emergency Services Forces in the enforcement or 
accomplishment of any rule or regulation issued pursuant to this Ordinance, 
or to do any act forbidden by any rule or regulation issued pursuant to the 
authority contained in this Ordinance. It shall likewise be unlawful for any 
person to wear, carry, or display any emblem, insignia, or other means of 
identification as a member of the Emergency Services Forces of the City of 
Romulus unless authority to do so has been granted to such person by proper 
officials Convictions for violations of the provisions of this Ordinance shall be 
punishable by a fine of not more than Five Hundred ($500 00) Dollars, or to 
imprisonment for a period not to exceed Ninety (90) Days, or to both such fine 
and imprisonment in the discretion of the court 

SEVERABILITY The various parts, sections, and clauses of this Ordi- 
nance are hereby declared to be severable. If any part, sentence, paragraph, 
section, or clause, is adjudged unconstitutional, or invalid by a court of 
competent jurisdiction, the remainder of the Ordinance shall not be affected 
thereby All other Ordinances inconsistent w ith the provisions of this Ordi- 
nance. are, to the extent of such inconsistencies, hereby repealed 

EFFECTIVE DATE This ordinance shall be published in accordance with 
the character of the City of Romulus and shall become effective in accordance

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Arson set as cause of fire 

Keller calls deaths ‘double homicide’ 


Leaving a trail of unanswered 
questions, Van Buren Police 
announced last week that the 
deaths of Van Buren postman Paul 
Vance and his wheel-chair-confined 
wife. Frances, were caused by 
arson. 

In a special news briefing, Police 
Chief Leonard Keller said that his 
department and the State Police 
Arson Investigators “now have an 
arson-double homicide on our 
hands.” 

The Vances were killed on Feb. 8 
when fire swept through their home 
at 46670 Bemis Rd.. destroying the 
building. The bodies of the victims 
were discovered on the kitchen 
floor by firefighters. 

Mrs. Vance, 47, suffered from 


multiple sclerosis. 

“Based on the conclusion of 
arson, this investigation will now be 
continued as a homicide investiga- 
tion and will be conducted as a joint 
effort by Van Buren Township 
Police and Michigan State Police 
Arson Strike Force,” Chief Keller 
said. 

A $2,000 reward has been posted 
for information leading to the 
arrest and or conviction of anyone 
on arson-related charges pertain- 
ing to this fire, Chief Keller added. 

Chief Keller said he wouldn’t 
comment on a motive for the crime 
and couldn’t speculate on how the 
fire started. 

Vance, 49, was employed by the 
Belleville Post Office and had been 


presented with numerous awards 
for his service. He was well liked on 
his route, residents said. 

“He was our postman,” one resi- 
dent said, “and I don’t think you 
could have found a better person or 
a man more devoted to his wife. I 
really don’t know why anyone 
would want to burn his house 
down.” 

The three-bedroom home was 
completely destroyed. Fire offi- 
cials say the early morning blaze 
caused an estimated $70,000 to 
$75,000 in damages. 

According to the Wayne County 
medical Examiner’s office, the two 
victims perished because of smoke 
inhalation and carbon monoxide 
poisoning.

AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE MECHANICAL ELECTRICAL AMUSE- 
MENT DEVICES AND THE ESTABLISHMENT. MAINTENANCE AND 
CONDUCTING OF ARCADES IN THE CITY OF ROMULUS; TO PROVIDE 
FOR THE ISSUANCE OF LICENSES; AND TO PRESCRIBE THE PENAL- 
TY FOR VIOLATION OF PROVISIONS THEREOF 
THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

DEFINITIONS: As used in this ordinance, unless the context otherwise 
indicates, the words hereinafter indicated shall have the respective meanings 
as stated, to wit: 

TYPE “A” ARCADE" shall mean any place of business or establishment 
containing FIVE (5) or more mechanical or electrical devices which provide 
amusement or entertainment, which may be operated or set in motion upon 
the insertion of a coin or token 

“TYPE “B" ARCADE" shall mean any place of business or establishment 
containing FOUR (4) or less mechanical or electrical devices which provide 
amusement or entertainment, which may be operated or set in motion upon 
the insertion of a coin or token. 

“DISTRIBUTOR" shall mean a person who owns THREE (3) or more 
mechanical or electrical amusement devices distributed within the city, and 
as a lessor, or bailer, either rents, leases, or loans, or sells at wholesale, and 
for any other purpose, delivers any of such equipment to other pesons in the 
city, but who does not offer mechanical electrical amusement devices for use 
to the general public. 

"MECHANICAL/ELECTRICAL AMUSEMENT DEVICE" shall mean any 
mechanical or electrical device which provides amusement or entertain- 
ment. which may be operated or set in motion upon the insertion of a coin or 
token. A jukebox, coin operated music reproducing machine, or pooLbilliard 
table and shuffle boards shall not be included as a mechanical/electrical 
amusement device for the purposes of determining an arcade, but a jukebox 
or coin operated music reproducing machines . pool billiard tables and shuffle 
boards are required to be licensed as mechanical/electrical amusement de- 
vices. 

“OPERATOR" shall mean proprietor, lessee, or employee of any mecha- 
nicahelectrical amusement device. 

"PERSON" shall mean a natural person, firm, co-partnership, corpora- 
tion unincorporated or voluntary association, but shall not include estab- 
lished churches, established lodges, or activities carried on by, or under the 
direction of the city. 

LICENSE APPLICATION: (A) Every person, firm, or corporation desir- 
ing to obtain a license as required by this ordinance, shall file a written 
application to the City Clerk, on a form approved by the City Clerk and in the 
case of a "TYPE “A" ARCADE" a non-refundable application fee of TWO 
HUNDRED ($200.00) DOLLARS, which includes inspections, shall be paid to 
the City Treasurer. In the case of all “TYPE “A" ARCADE" applications, 
except for hotels over FIFTY (50) UNITS, the Clerk shall, upon receipt of 
application, notify all property owners within ONE-THOUSAND (1.000) 
FEET, and provide for a public hearing to allow the local property owners to 
voice their concerns in regards to the establishment of said arcade. The 
application shall include the following information: 

( 1 ) The name and address of the prospective licensee together with age. the 
length of time he has resided within this state, places of residence for the past 
FIVE (5) YEARS immediately proceeding the time of such application, 
whether or not he has ever been convicted of any crime involving a felony , and 
giving references in such application of at least FIVE (5) reputable citizens of 
such community where he has last resided within this state, and the written 
recommendations of at least TWO (2) such citizens of such community re- 
specting his moral character. Each such application shall be accompanied by 
a fee as herein specified, payable to the City Treasurer upon issuance of 
license to the applicant, and the applicant shall specify in such application, 
the type of business, the exact location of the place for which he requests a 
permit. In case the applicant for such license is a corporation . authorized to do 
business in this state, the application shall be submitted by the agent of such 
corporation w ho w ill have principal charge of the place proposed to be estab- 
lished and such application shall contain all of the statements and furnish all 
the facts and recommendations in respect to such agent as are required in the 
case of a private individual herin Such license to a corporation shall be 
revocable upon the occurrence of a change in the agent so managing such 
place, and a new- license may be required before any new agent shall take 
charge of such place for such corporation In case of a partnership, each 
active partner in such business shall join in the application for such license, 
and shall furnish all of the information and recommendations required of an 
individual applicant. Information included on the application shall describe 
machines to be covered by the license, including type, name, mechanical 
features, name of manufacturer and serial number, a statement as to own- 
ership of machines to be covered by the license, and the fingerprints of the 
applicant, or in the case of a corporation, the fingerprints of the executive 
officers of said corporation, together with the names of all stockholders of 
said corporation. 

(2) Kind of license being applied for 

(3) The prospective licenseee shall submit an application stating that he 
desires to maintain mechanical or electrical amusement devices, the prop- 
osed location, and the number of mechanical or electrical amusement devices 
which will be contained therein. 

(4) List prior convictions for violations of any ordinances, or statutes of any 
kind by the applicant if an individual, by any of the co-partners if a co- 
partnership. or by the officers if a corporation, setting forth the name of the 
court, the charges, and the date of convictions, if any. 

(5) If a distributor, state the address from which licensee s business is 
conducted, and type of business, whether rentals, or sales of jukeboxes, or 
mechanical or electrical amusement devices, or both, and setting forth the 
name and or names of the manufacturer(s) of said equipment 

(6) Set forth any other information requested by the City Clerk 

(7) Application must be sworn to by person signing it. 

(8) If the person signing application does so in representative capacity, 
show* what that capacity is 

>9) No license shall be issued to any applicant unless he shall be EIGHT- 
EEN (18) YEARS OF AGE and a citizen of the United States, provided, 
however, that all co-partners and officers of a corporation, or voluntary 
association, shall likewise by EIGHTEEN ( 18) YEARS OF AGE. and shall be 
citizens of the United States proof of citizenship to be made either by Birth 
Certificate, or by naturalization papers 

( 10 1 In the case of a TYPE B " ARCADE" and all other applications, a 
non-refundable inspection fee of SEVENTY-FIVE ($75 00) DOLLARS shall 
be paid with the application, which fee shall be in addition to the license fee 
hereinafter provided 

APPROVAL OF APPLICATION Every application for license shall be 
referred to the Department hereinafter set forth for investigation and approv- 
al thereof before the license can be issued 

(l) The Police Department shall investigate the location where in it is 
proposed to operate such maehineis), or business, or ascertain if the appli- 
cant has been convicted of a felony, and determine that the business to be 
conducted at the place where the equipment to be licensed will be located is 
legitimate, and whether the applicant will be able to comply with all police 
and regulatory ordinances If after such investigation it shall be determined 
that all of these requirements have been complied with . such application shall 
be approved by such Department 

(2> The Electrical Inspector shall inspect and determine that all electrical 
wiring and connections which arc to be used in the installation of such equip- 
ment being licenses to distributors as herein defined, comply w ith the require- 


ments of the Electrical Code of the City, and if after such investigation, the 
Electrical Inspector shall determine that the provisions of the Electrical Code 
has been complied w r ith at such location, he shall approve such application. 

(3) The Building Inspector shall inspect the premises and determine that all 
provisions of the Building Code and other applicable Building Ordinances are 
fully complied with, and if after such investigation, the Building Inspector 
shall determine that the provisions of the Building Code, and other applicable 
Ordinances of the City, including the Zoning Ordinance, have been complied 
with, he shall approve such application. 

(4) The Fire Department and Ordinance Department shall inspect the 
premises to determine compliance with all law's w'ithin the area of responsi- 
bility. including the provision for adequate off-street parking, and to deter- 
mine that adequate space is provided between the mechanical/electrical 
amusement devices to permit safe ingress and egress and safe passage 
between devices. If after such inspection it shall be determined that all of 
these requirements have been complied with, such application shall be 
approved by such Departments. 

(5) No license shall be issued to any applicant unless approved by the 
several Departments hereinable set forth, and unless all the Building Codes, 
Fire Codes, and other pertinent City Ordinances are complied with 

LICENSE FEES: (A) The fee for annual “TYPE “A" ARCADE" license 
shall be THREE HUNDRED ($300.00) DOLLARS upon approval of a license 
application 

An annual fee of FIFTY ($50 00) DOLLARS for each mechanical/electrical 
amusement device licensed shall be charged. A licensee may transfer the 
license from ONE (1) device to a replacement device upon the payment of a 
FIFTEEN ($15.00) DOLLAR transfer fee and providing the City Clerk any 
additional information to update the information required under this Ordi- 
nance. The fee for a Distributors License shall be ONE HUNDRED ($100.00) 
DOLLARS annually. 

(B) The fees are payable in like amounts for the renewal of each of the 
foregoing licenses upon the filing of proper application therefor. After any of 
such fees have been paid, no refunds will be payable td the applicant. All 
licenses shall be issued for ONE (1) YEAR, or less, and shall expire on 
December 31st of each year, unless sooner revoked. There shall be no prora- 
tion of license fees. 

FAILURE TO OBTAIN LICENSE. It shall be unlawful for any person to use 
for the purpose of commercial use any mechanical or electrical amusement 
device without first having obtained a license as required by this ordinance. 

REQUIREMENTS FOR “TYPE "A" ARCADES": (1) No “Type “A" 
Arcade" shall be established, maintained, or conducted in the City of Romu- 
lus by any person, firm, or corporation, without first obtaining approval to 
operate such place from the Council of the City of Romulus, and no operator, 
as defined here in, shall allow or permit the use of a mechanical/electrical 
amusement device unless a license for such use shall have been obtained from 
the City Clerk. 

(2) GRANTING OF “TYPE "A" ARCADE" LICENSE: After review and 
recommendation by all City agencies, and Departments, but in no event later 
than FORTY-FIVE (45) DAYS from the date of filing the application, the City 
Clerk shall present said application to the Council at its next regular meeting. 
The Council, upon receiving such application, if presented in due form, shall 
pass upon the same at its next regular meeting, or any adjournment thereof, 
and, if satisfied that such applicant possesses the qualifications herein pre- 
scribed, shall grant such license for a term expiring on the 31st of December of 
each. All such licenses shall be in such form as the Council may prescribe and 
shall contain the name, address, place of business, the number of mechanical/ 
electrical amusement devices on the premises, and the date of expiration of 
said license, and shall be authenticated by the signature of the City Clerk 

(3) It shall be unlawful for any person to use for the purpose of commercial 
use. any mechanical or electrical amusement device without first having 
obtained a license for each piece of equipment so used or possessed in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this ordinance. 

(4) A licensee shall have at least ONE (1) adult operator on the premises at 
all times thatthe premises are open to the public, who has not been convicted 
of a felony. 

(5) A licensee shall not open the licensed premises for business between the 
hours of 1 : 00 A M. and7:30 A M. (Local Time) 

(6) Security guards shall be provided as stipulated by the Police Depart- 
ment. 

(7) No license shall issue if the proposed "TYPE "A" ARCADE" is located 
within TWO-THOUSAND (2.000 FEET of another “TYPE “A" ARCADE," 
except that this section shall not apply to hotels over FIFTY (50) UNITS. 

(8) No license shall issue if the proposed “TYPE “A" ARCADE" is located 
within ONE-THOUSAND (1,000) FEET of any school building attended by 
students below the age of SIXTEEN (16) YEARS OF AGE. (Measurement 
shall be made from front door to front door, along the street line). 

(9) No child under SIXTEEN (16) YEARS OF AGE shall be allowed to 
occupy, or remain in the premise of licensee during normal school hours. 

REQUIREMENTS FOR ALL MECHANICAL/ELECTRICAL AMUSE- 

MENT DEVICE LICENSEES: (A) Each licensee shall: 

( 1 ) At all reasonable times . upon request, open each and every portion of the 
licensed premises for inspection by the Police Department and other City 
Departments for the purpose of enforcing any provisions of this ordinance. 

(2) At all times display the license granted hereunder in a conspicuous 
place near the entrance to the licensed establishment Each individual 
licensed machine shall display the license sticker on the respective machine 
on a location reasonably visible to an inspection. 

(3) Have at least ONE (1) adult operator on the premises at all times that 
the premises are open to the public w r ho has not been convicted of a felony. 

(4) Gambling devices are not permitted Nothing in this ordinance shall in 
any way be construed to authorize, license, or permit any gambling devices 
whatsoever, or any mechanism that has been judicially determined to be 
gambling devices, or in anv way contrary to law. 

(B) No license shall issue: 

(a) Where the individual operator, managing agent of a corporation, or 
active partner, has been convicted of a felony 

(2) For any premises that do not provide adequate off-street parking and 
meets all other zoning requirements. 

(3) For any premises that do not provide space for safe ingress and egress to 
such premises. 

(4) For any premises that have living quarters with direct entry to the 
location 

(5) Whenever the Council deems that the granting of such license will not be 
in the best interest of the public health, safety, and welfare of the City of 
Romulus. 

(C) Conduct on Premises: No licensee, by himself, directly or indirectly, or 
by any servant, agent, or employee, shall: 

(1) Permit any indecent, immoral, or profane language, or indecent, im- 
moral. or disorderly conduct 

(2) Permit the licensed premises to become a location for disorderly per- 
sons of any type. 

(3) Permit gambling, or the use, possession, or presence of gambling para- 
phernalia in the premises The winning of anything of value as a result of the 
operation of a mechanical/electrical amusement device, shall constitute 
gambling 

) (4) Permit intoxicated persons to loiter on the premises 

(5) Any person who operates, or causes to be operated, a mechnical elec- 
trical amusement device arcade shall not allow, or permit a minor under 


SEVENTEEN ( 17) YEARS OF AGE to remain in or frequent said arcade if a 
parent of legal guardian of such person shall notify the person operating said 
mechanical/electrical amusement device arcade in writing, objecting to said 
minor s presence, or playing of machines on the premises, and shall furnish a 
recent snapshot photograph of said minor to the person operating the said 
mechanical/electrical amusement device arcade, nor shall any person who 
operates , or causes to be operated a mechanical/electrical amusement device 
arcade allow a minor TWELVE ( 12) YEARS OF AGE, or under, to remain on 
the premises after 10:00 P M. (Local Time) unless accompanied by an adult 

(6) Permit the possession, or use. of any alcoholic liquor on the premises, 
nor shall the licensed premises be accessible in any way w r ith any place where 
alcoholic liquor is kept . sold . distributed . or given aw ay . This prohibition shall 
not apply while a Michigan Liquor Control Commission License is in effect at 
the licensed premises 

(7) Permit the possession, or use, of any unlawful drug, or narcotic, includ- 
ing marijuana on the premises 

(8) Permit noise, or music to emerge from licensed premises which is 
disturbing to the surrounding area. 

ENFORCING OFFICERS The Police Department. Ordinance Depart- 
ment, Fire Department. Electrical Inspector and Building Inspector are 
hereby authorized and empowered to perform the duties herein set forth and 
to enforce the provisions of this ordinance. 

DISPLAY OF LICENSE: (A) The license, or licenses, herein provided shall 
be posted conspicuously on the wall inside and near the front entrance to such 
person’s place of business. 

(B) Every piece of licensed equipment shall contain thereon legible iden- 
tifying data such as name and address of distributor, if the device is not owned 
by the proprietor, the manufacturer s name, the kind of device being licensed 
and the serial number thereof, the date of issuance, and the date of license 
expiration, which identifying data shall be permanently fixed on a sticker and 
placed in a conspicuous place on each piece of equipment required by the 
provisions of this ordinance to be licensed. If any sticker is mutilated, or lost, 
it may be reissued by the Clerk for the sum of ONE ($1.00) DOLLAR for each 
sticker replaced. 

(C) It shall be unlawful for any person to change or alter, or remove the 
identifying data on any equipment required under the provisions of this 
ordinance to be licensed after such equipment has been located in and w hile it 
is licensed by the City. 

UNLAWFUL TO OPERATE UNTIL LICENSED: It shall be unlawful for 
any person to operate any jukebox, mechanical or electrical amusement 
device in any store, building, or establishment, until all licenses required 
under the provisions of this ordinance have been issued, and all license fees 
paid. 

UNLAWFUL TO GIVE PRIZES: It shall be unlawful for any person, by 
himself, or another, to give any prize, award, merchandise, gift, or anything 
of value to any player, or to any operator of any mechanical or electrical 
amusement device, or to any contestant for a high score made thereon 
OBSCENE AMUSEMENT PROHIBITED: No mechanical or electrical 
amusement device regulated by this ordinance shall display, expose, pro- 
duce, or emit, any motion or still picture, printed matter, advertisement, 
writing, music, song, or other amusement that is obscene, indecent, or con- 
trary to good morals. The Police Department is directed to enforce the provi- 
sions of this section. 

RENEWAL AND TRANSFERABILITY : (A) Any license issued in accord- 
ance with this ordinance may be renewed for an additional year upon the 
same terms and subject to the same requirements as provided herein for an 
original license. Whenever the holder of such license desires to effect a 
change of place of doing business, he shall notify the Clerk and make applica- 
tion for a license for such new place in the same manner as the first instance. 
No license issued pursuant to this ordinance shall be assignable, or transfer- 
able. nor shall any person, excepting the person to which it was issued, be 
permitted to do business thereunder, either directly, or indirectly. 

(B) Every such valid license shall expire at midnight on the 31st day of 
December of each year unless terminated prior to such date by operation of 
law. There shall be no proration of license fees 
REVOCATION : The City Clerk shall have the right to revoke any license 
once granted, or deny annual renewal thereof, when it appears to their satis- 
faction that any licensee has violated this ordinance, or any other ordinance of 
the City of Romulus , or statute of the State of Michigan . The revocation of any 
license, or the denial of renewal thereof, shall not be made without a public 
hearing. Notice must first be given to the applicant, or licensee, setting forth 
the time and place of the public hearing and the reasons for such revocation or 
denial of renewal of said license. Notice required hereunder may be given by 
First Class Mail addressed to the licensee at the address shown on his applica- 
tion for license. Notice given shall set forth the reasons, with specificity, for 
the proposed revocation or denial of renewal Any conviction of a violation of 
this ordinance, or any ordinance of the City of Romulus, or statute of the State 
of Michigan, involving moral turpitude by the licensee or his employees on the 
premises, shall be grounds for revocation of any license or the refusal to 
renew the same. 

PAYMENT OF PERSONAL PROPERTY TAXES : No license, or renewal 
thereof, shall be issued to any person under the within ordinance unless and 
until a certificate has been obtained from the City Treasurer to the effect that 
all personal property taxes levied and assessed against such applicant for 
license have been paid in full 

PENALTY : Any person who violates any provision of this ordinance shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof before any 
court of competent jurisdiction, shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
FIVE HUNDRED ($500 00) DOLLARS and the cost of prosecution, or by 
imprisonment in the Wayne County Jail for a period not exceeding NINETY 
(90) DAYS, or both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court 
REPEAL: All ordinances in conflict with the provisions of this ordinance 
are, to the extent of such conflict, hereby repealed 
SEVERABILITY : If any section, clause, or phrase of this ordinance is for 
any reason held to be unconstitutional, such decision shall not affect the 
validity of the remaining sections, sentences, clauses, and phrases of this 
ordinance as an entirety, it being the legislative intent that this ordinance 
shall stand, notwithstanding the invalidity of such section, sentences, clauses, 
or phrases. 

EFFECTIVE DATE: This ordinance shall be published in accordnance

In the practicum phase of a 25-week building trades 
training program, Inkster Housing Commission mainte- 
nance staff (back to front) Howard Hunter and Rickey 
Porter patch up pipe leaks with Sam Brown, instructor 
for Building Operations Management at Wayne County 
Community College.

The program gives employees basic skills in 
carpentry, plumbing, masonry, dry walling, electrical 
wiring and a general knowledge of cooling systems and 
building operations management techniques.

It didn 't take long for directors of 
local housing commissions to catch 
on to Wayne County Community 
College’s cost-cutting training 
program. 

•After hearing that Inkster’s 
Housing Commission cut their costs 
by about 25 percent. Romulus, 
Ecorse, Ypsilanti and River Rouge 
have already contacted us to set-up 
building trades training for their 
maintenance staffs,” said Dr. Jo- 
Ann Terry, Dean of Educational 
Services for WC3. 

“Upon completion of three seg- 
ments of the college’s Building Op- 
erations Management Program, 
our staff can now perform jobs 
which normally we would call on 
outside contractors to diagnose and 
repair,” said Floyd Simmons, 
Director of Inkster Housing Com- 
mission 

Ernest Monford. Deputy Director 
of the Inkster Housing Commission 
and coordinator of their Manage- 
ments Maintenance Training Prog- 
ram said he checked into various 
programs to develop employees 
skills in building trades. “We were 
impressed with Wayne County 
Community College s Building Op- 
erations Management Program not 
only for its quality curriculum, but 
because they were so flexible in 
tailoring the program to suit our 
needs,” Monford said. 

The first two segments of the 
training program were held at the 
Western Campus in the Building 
Operations Management labora- 
tory. Working with hand and power 
tools, facsimilies of building frames 


and actual cooling and electrical 
systems gave the employees the 
basic knowledge necessary to per- 
form major repairs on apartment 
units in Inkster’s public housing 
sector. 

In the last phase of training, the 
practicum, employees worked on 
some of Inkster’s vacant apart- 
ments. WC3’s program instructor 


Sam Brown said the units they 
worked on received quite a face-lift. 
Brown added that employees were 
able to apply the skills they learned 
to rehabilitate these units and solve 
maintenance problems they deal 
with every day on the job. 

The Inkster Housing Commission 
employs a total of 26 employees be- 


tween their maintenance and cler- 
ical staff. All employees are now 
enrolled in a second Human Rela- 
tions/Motivational Training 
course also designed by the college.
